change by majorities. It comes from 
the nature of things. It declares the 
inalienable rights of man not only 
against all government but also 
against the people collectively. 


It establishes rights which no ma- 


jonty may abrogate, and as Jeffer- 
son put it in his first inaugural, "to 
violate would be oppression.'1 Those 
words are pregnant, for in the phi- 
losophy of the American founders 
oppression was illegal even if it 
was done under the forms of law, 
and such men as Jefferson and 
Franklin were fond of saying that 
"rebellion TO tyrants is obedience to 
God." 


That was not a rhetorical phrase. 


They really believed that the rights 
of man came from his Creator and 
that they are derived from the laws 
of the universe itself. In defending 
these rights against all earthly pow- 
ers, against kings or tyrants or pop- 
ular majorities, they held that they 
were practicing obedience to God. 
In their view the framework of 
government and the form of the 
social order were the things of 
Caesar; but the rights of man were 
not Caesar's but the'things of God 
Tree of Liberty Has 
Roots in Needs of Min 


This belief is outlawed in the 


lands where „ liberty 
has 
been 


crushed and the ideas themselves 
are scornfully rejected as vapors 
from a dying social order. But even 
here, where the usages of freedom 
still persist, the multitude of men 
is no longer very sure why they be- 
Jieve in freedom. In the course of 
the nineteenth century it ceased to 
be intellectually respectable to af-

These struggles are at once too 


general and too passionate to be ex- 
plained on the ground of calculated 
self-interest. Men respond to the 
cause of liberty who can never hope 
to enjoy its fruits 
So it must be 


that the tree of liberty has its root 
in some deep and abiding need of 
man. 
The founders of our liberties 


knew this. They knew that the need 
to be free, once awakened in man, 
is as imperative a passion, and al- 
most as universal a passion, as hun- 
ger and love. 
In Safety and Comfort 
Men May Forget Freedom 


In safety and comfort men who 


enjoy liberty may forget this. They 
may think that the language of lib- 
erty is rhetorical. In the security of 
their own liberties they will often 
be unable to comprehend how ordi- 
nary men like themselves can be so 
impractical as to leave their homes, 
their families, their careers, to go 
out to dwell in mud and darkness, 
and to bo cold and bored and dirty, 
and to be exposed to death and mu- 
tilation, rather than live without the 
conviction that they are free. 


It seems so silly, so incomprehen- 


sible to comfortable, sensible peo- 
ple. It is often equally difficult for 
those 'who are well fed, never hav- 
ing missed their regular meals, to 
comprehend how they themselves 
would feel and behave if they were 
starving. They find it hard to imag- 
ine how men feel when they are 
starved for liberty. 


What then is this passion, appar- 


ently so abstract that many today 


propagandist*, this paatlon which 
has moved ordinary seUish, sensual 
men like ourselves, the'Greeks who 
stood at Thermopylae and the 
Frenchmen who stand on the Mag- 
inot line-, the British who guard the 
infested seas, and the Finns who 
stand in the Karelian Isthmus — 
has moved them to such deeds of 
bravery and self-sacrifice? 


That is what needs to be explain- 


ed when we read our own Bill of 
Bights, and marvel at the succession 
of brave men who, paid with their 
blood for those rights, when we 
wonder if we, who are their heirs, 
are made of the same stuff. 


The root of the passion which has 


moved such men is in some measure 
present in all men; it is the will to 
live, not -as a thing and not as an 
animal, but as an inviolable, self- 
respecting and respected, human 
person. This is the indestructible 
cause of man's desire to be free. 
Man is so constituted that he has 
this passion. Because he is endowed 
with the faculty of reason, he is 
suffocated and strangled and lit- 
erally done to death if he is com- 
pelled for too* long and too com- 
pletely to submit to unreason, and 
irrational arbitrariness, and sheer 
brute circumstance. So far as we 
know, man alone is this kind of 
being. This is how his nature dif-

Two years ago I spent a few weeks in Russia and Germany. Always 


present was the feeling that someone was listening in.

Friends living in those spy-ridden capitals. Moscow 
and Berlin, unconsciously glanced over their shoul- 
ders as they talked, as if to be sure no government 
eavesdropper was about We were constantly warned 
that telephone wires were tapped, that any room in 
which we might be probably was wired with dicta- 
phones. 


Even the American embassy buildings in Moscow 


and Berlin were not considered immune. Members of 
the American ambassador's family in Berlin claim to 
have been told by Germans themselves that records 
of conversations within the embassy were taken by 
the Gestapo. I recall how Joseph E. Davies, then 
American ambassador at Moscow, warned me to say 


L/iapper 
nothing inside the embassy that would not be said in 


the presence^ of a soviet spy. He said the only, place in the house that 
probably was not wired was his wife's bathroom. While I was there the 
embassy butler found a spool of fine, almost invisible microphone wire 
which had been accidentally dropped outside the dining room window 
by a Russian workman who that day ostensibly was repairing the tele- 
phones, which had not been out of 
order.

the experience can understand the 
sense of freedom and release of the 
spirit which came over us when we 
crossed the frontier into peacetime 
France We knew that we were 
once more in a land where one 
could -say what he pleased, read 
what he pleased, and nobody cared. 
The experience is indescribable, 
something beyond the sensation of 
coming from a stifling" room out 
into the fresh, free air. 
High Court Decisions 
Emphasize Protection 


Thus all of those who have been 


through such an experience appre- 
ciate the priceless right -of privacy 
and freedom from 
unreasonable 


search and seizure which prevails 
in America under the bill of rights, 
adopted 148 years ago this week. 
Because of this anniversary, the 
two" supreme court decisions against 
wire-tapping come with particular 
timeliness. Especially,-too, because 
as a result of nation-wide revulsion 
against Moscow's recent conduct 
the crusade against communism in 
America is on the point of spilling 
over into a wave of general intol- 
erance against anything that has 
not been sanctified in a Republic- 
an political platform. Even the ef- 
forts of housewives to shop around 
for the lowest prices seem to be 
viewed with suspicion by the Dies 
committee. 


Use of wire-tapping to gather ev- 


idence ior criminal trials is a mat- 
ter of policy. Congress has enacted 
a flat prohibition against all •wire-] 
tapping, and the cases before the 
supreme court this week involved 
secondary questions. The court xe- 
fused to sanction even indirect "use 
of evidence obtained through wire- 
- tapping and it held that the con- 
gressional prohibition extended as 
well to intrastate telephone conver- 
sations. In other words, the court 
refused to permit any evasion of 
the general intent of congress to 
prohibit wire-tapping. The need to 
facilitate gathering of evidence is 
recognized. Yet we saw a few years 
ago how Justice Hugo Black, then a 


confidential communication can be 
infringed for political purposes. 


These supreme court decisions, 


plus the recent invalidating of mu< 
nicipal handbill ordinances which 
were indirect suppressions of free 
speech, emphasize -the protections 
which are still thrown around the 
individual in America. The spirit of 
the bill of rights is being maintain* 
ed. If sometimes we are maintain- 
ing it to a fault, as respects crimin- 
als, it may be worth that price in 
order to hold fast to a priceless her- 
itage which is almost unique to 
America.

Neenah—As the city council offi- 


cially adopted a tax rate of 525 
per $1,000 of assessed valuation, the 
same as this year's levy, at a spe- 
cial meeting last night at city hall, 
Mayor Edwin A. Kalfahs and the al- 
dermen criticized the board of edu- 
cation for its "excessive budget 
demands."

"This letter," the mayor stated,

not kidding and mean business. The

BUYING ATTACKS 


Before the European war broke 


out, aviators of different natio 
were busy making bombing test*. 
Among these test were some which 
dealt with the question. "Can an 
airplane bomb a tank * 


In practice, direct bits were made 


by the airplanes. This was done by 
diving toward 
the tank 
before 


dropping the bomb.

Present-day tanks move fairly 


fast, some of them' having the pow 
er to travel about a mile a minute. 
This makes the problem of hitting 
them harder than if they stood still 


Even a large-sized tank seems ra- 


ther small from a height of several 
hundred feet If it did not move, it 
still would be a small target. 


Diving attacks can be made in 


war, but they mean great danger 
tp aviators. Anti-aircraft guns are 
likely to destroy the planes before 
they finish their dives. 


v Another thing to remember is 


that something may happen to the 
pilot while he is "pulling out" of a 
dive. His mind may go blank for a 
second, or for many seconds. 


The "blackout" of a pilot's mind, 


as it is called, is likely to take place 
after a quick turn at a speed of, 
say, 300 or 400 miles an hour. The 
turn makes a man's blood push to- 
ward one side, that is, toward the 
outside of the circle he is making. 


If the pilot's body sways so his 


head is toward the inside of the 
circle, his feet are toward the out- 
side, and blood rushes into his legs. 
With the rush of blood away from 
the head, there is danger of a black- 
out It is not likely to last more than 
half a minute, but many things can 
happen in half a minute! At 300 
miles an hour, a plane travels two 
and a half miles in half a min- 
ute! 


If an aviator leaned toward the 


outside of the circle, the blood 
would rush toward the head and 
would bring even worse results. He 
might have a blackout lasting for 
hours — if he lived that long! 


Because of the danger' of black- 


outs in high speed turns, some per- 
sons might . fear high speed air 
travel. Tests, however, have shown 
there is no danger just in speed. 
In ordinary flying, with no sharp 
turns, the plane can zip through 
the air at 300 or 400 miles an hour 
without harm, provided the speed 
is increased bit by bit, not suddenly.
